Army 20-Year Retirements 

The Comptroller General has been 
asked to rule whether or not Army en- 
listed men retired for physical disability 
after 20 years or more service may bene- 
fit from the increases of the Pay Read- 
jJustment Act of 1942. 

Section 3 of that law states: “When an 
enlisted man is placed on the retired list 
* * * he shall receive 75 per centum of 
the average pay he was receiving for six 
months prior to his retirement plus a 
money allowance of $9.50 * * * and 
$6.25, * * *” 

A strict interpretation of that law 
fixes the rate of pay of men retired under 
that law for all time, regardless of in- 
creases or decreases in the pay of enlisted 
men, for it states that the pay of such 


men shall be based on that they received. 


during the last six months of service. 

Men retired under the 20-year law since 
1 June will, of course, receive more pay 
than those retired before that date, re- 
gardless of the Comptroller General's de- 
cision, for their pay during the last six 
months of service will be greater than it 
would have been before the effective date 
of the new pay act. 

Ilowever, the Finance Department has 
not yet been paying those increases, since 
if the Comptroller General should now 
rule that the 20-year-law-retired men 
should all receive the increases, it will 
be necessary to make a general recom- 
putation of retired pay of all men re- 
tired under the 20-year law. 

The Comptroller General only recently 
ruled (page 240 of 24 Oct. issue, Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL) that a retired en- 
listed man could not have saved to him 
the $15.75 allowance which was abolished 
by the pay act, pointing out that the sav- 
ings clauses of the act operate only to 
insure that the total compensation of a 
man shall not be less after passage of the 
act than before the act. 

The table below will illustrate the 
possible effect of the decision the Comp- 
troller General is now called upon to 
make, 

The first column shows the grade. The 
second column, headed “1922 Act” shows 
the rates of retired pay, including the 
$15.75 allowance paid before 1 June. 
These rates are based on 30-year retire- 
ments, but assuming that an enlisted man 
had been in his last grade a full six 
months before retirement and was receiv- 
ing the maximum of 25% longevity pay, 
they will apply also to men retired under 
the 20-year act before 1 June 1942, 

The third column, headed “1942 Act” 
shows the retired pay enlisted men re- 
tired under the 20-year act will receive if 
retired after 20 years (but before com- 
pleting 21 years’) service, if they com- 
plete a full six months in grade and a 
full six months after 1 June 1942, earn- 
ing the higher rates of the pay act. Those 
retired after 1 June but before 1 Dec. 
1942 would receive proportionate sums 
between the figures in column two and 
column three, 

If the Comptroller General rules that 
20-year men shall receive the higher rates 
of the new pay act, all such men, regard- 
less of when retired, will be paid at the 
rates in column three, 

It will be noticed that the pay of the 
fifth grade after 18 years’ service is about 
$2 a month less than at present. This is 
due to the fact that the increase in base 
and longevity pay for that grade under 
the pay act do not make up for abolition 
of the $15.75 allowance. For men retired 
under the 20-year act before 1 June, the 
savings clauses of the pay act prevent 
any such reduction actually being made.

800,000 Overseas 

Eight hundred thousand American 
soldiers are now on duty overseas, Gen- 
eral George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, 
disclosed late last week in a Navy Day 
message to Admiral E. J. King, Com- 
mander in Chief of the United States 
Fleet and Chief of Naval Operations. 

In an exchange of letters, the two offi- 
cers stressed the close cooperation now 
being exhibited by the Army and Navy. 

The texts of the messages follow: 
“Dear Admiral King: 

“The admiration of millions of soldiers of 
the United States Army is extended today to 
their comrades in arms of the Navy who are 
quite appropriately observing Navy Day by 
attacking the enemy wherever he may be 
found. 

“In this war, as in no other in our history, 
the Army and Navy are fighting together, 
sometimes under Navy command and at other 
times under an Army commander. Our sol- 
diers are acquiring firsthand knowledge of 
the courage, skill and loyalty of the Amer- 
ican sailors. They are deeply grateful for the 
skillful seamanship that has escorted 800,000 
of them safely across the submarine-infested 
waters of the Atlantic and Pacific. The Army 
sends you, the Commander in Chief of all Na- 
val forces afloat, its compliments of the day 
with assurance of its complete cooperation 
towards an early and final victory.

Chief of Staff.” 


“My dear General Marshall: 

“On behalf of all of us who comprise the 
Navy, I wish to express sincere thanks for 
your kind and forceful message on the occa- 
sion of Navy Day, 1942, 

“It includes evidence enough, if evidence is 
needed, to assure our fellow-citizens that all 
the armed forces of the United States are 
united in singleness of purpose—to win this 
war. 

“The Army and the Navy have already 
been brothers-in-arms in many hard-fought 
battles—as at Bataan, at Midway, and in the 
Solomons. As we gain strength in men and 
in arms, they will continue to be found 
shoulder-to-shoulder in the face of the enemy 
wherever he may be found—on land, on sea, 
in the air—until victory comes to restore 
peace to our fellow-citizens and to our com 
mon country.

Ground Force Pilots 


For the first time in the history of the 
United States Army, officers and enlisted 
men of the Ground Forces may take wings 
and fly. Hitherto, except in the case of 
a comparatively few rated observers, the 
right to wear wings and draw flying pay 
was a requisite of members of the Army 
Air Forces. The adoption of organic air 
observation for field artillery has now 
opened the door to officers and enlisted 
men of the Ground Forces who hold ci- 
vilian pilot ratings to use their special 
training in the war effort. 

The field artillery is now authorized 
its own organic planes for use in ad- 
justment and surveillance of artillery 
fires. Proposed new tables of organization 
assign air observation sections to artil- 
lery battalions and to division and bri- 
gade artillery headquarters. A training 
cireular is being issued as a tentative 
guide for the employment of these light 
liaison-type planes. 

Operational training of the pilots for 
field artillery air observation is carried 
on in the Department of Air Training, 
Field Artillery School, Ft. Sill, Okla. 

While on duty as students at the Field 
Artillery School, pilots will be placed on 
flying status and will receive flying pay. 
Upon graduation the enlisted pilots are 
given the grade of staff sergeant, the 
pilots are rated, wear wings and are 
placed on flying status and receive fly- 
ing pay. 





Civilians Interned In Philippines 

The War Department on 3 Nov. re- 
leased for local publication the names of 
137 American civilians interned by the 
Japanese in the Philippine Islands, be- 
lieved to be at Santo Thomas University 
in Manila.

“For exceptionally meritorious and 
conspicuous services. He organized and 
conducted the operations of the standard 
gauge and light railways of the First 
Army during its active operations, re.

salient and the recovery of the extensive 
Meuse-Argonne area. Although handi 
capped by lack of personnel and materiel, 
he pushed the enterprise to success, By 
untiring, painstaking, and energetic ef 
forts in the use of the inadequate means 
at his disposal, he displayed unusual tal- 
ent for organization and masterful exe 
cution.” 

He has been awarded the Silver Star 
and cited “for gallantry in action during 
the encounter against the Moros at Fort 
Bacolod, Philippine Islands, on 8 Apri! 
1903.” 

He was awarded the following foreign 
decorations : French Certificate of the Na 


tional Order of the Legion of Honor, 
Officer; and French Cross of L’Etoile

National Guard Decisions 


The Comptroller General this week 
rendered the following decisions relative 
to the longevity pay of National Guard 
officers, warrant officers, and enlisted 
men, arising out of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act. The questions which were 
propounded the Comptroller by the War 
Department, and the answers given are 
presented herewith: 

Q. May officers count for longevity periods 
of commissioned service in the National 
Guard Reserve? 

A. Counting of service in the National 
Guard Reserve or inactive National Guard by 
officers is not authorized, 

(). May officers count for longevity periods 
of commissioned service in the inactive Na- 
tional Guard while holding a commission in 
the National Guard of the United States? 

A. Officer is not entitled to the credit for 
time in the inactive National Guard, but en 
titled to credit for the time he held a com 
mission in the National Guard of the United 
States. 

). May officers count for longevity periods 
during which they held a commission in the 
National Guard of the United States while 
serving as warrant officer or enlisted man in 
the active National Guard’? 

A. Yer, 

(). Is the longevity increase to be included 
in armory drill pay for officers of the Na- 
tional Guard? 

A. No, 

(). Are warrant officers of the National 
Guard entitled to count for longevity prior 
service in the active National Guard or Or- 
ganized Militia either as a warrant officer 
or enlisted man? 

A. Prior service in the active National 
Guard, but not Organized militia may be 
counted for longevity pay purposes, whether 
the service is as an enlisted man or a war 





rant officer. This is not applicable to com- 
missioned warrant officers. 

Q. Are warrant officers of the National 
Guard entitled to count for longevity prior 
service while in an armory drill pay status? 

A. No. 

Q. What constitutes “service in the active 
National Guard of the several States, Terri- 
tories, and*District of Columbia?” 

A. The service contemplated by this pro 
vision is legal service in the active National 
Guard of the several States, Territories, and 
District of Columbia, as distinguished from 
service in the inactive National Guard or 
the National Guard Reserve.

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Publicity on Naval Losses 


In a joint statement by Secretary Frank 
Knox of the Navy Department and Di- 
rector Elmer Davis of the Office of War 
Information those officials explain diffi- 
culties in the way of obtaining reliable 
information immediately from the South 
Pacific and assert there has been no en- 
deavor to keep the American public in 
the dark. Their statement, dated 3 No- 
vember, reads: 

The difficulties and delays in obtaining 
exact information from naval operations in 
the Pacific are illustrated in the case of the 
United States aircraft carrier which wags re- 
ported in the Navy Communique No, 169 of 
26 October as “severely damaged,” and whose 
sinking was announced on Saturday night, It 
was recognized in Washington, from receipt 
of the first reports, that it might be impossi- 
ble to bring her in to port, and orders were 
issued to sink her if this could not be done. 
But the endeavor was being made, and it was 
not until Saturday morning that the Navy 
Department received reports which made it 
certain that that endeavor had been aban- 
doned. Loss of the ship was accordingly an- 
nounced that night; but it was not till Sun- 
day morning that positive information was 
received of the time, the circumstances, and 
even the fact that she had been sent to the 
bottom by our own ships, after it proved im- 
possible to salvage her, 

There were similar delays in receiving re- 
ports of the damage inflicted on the enemy in 
this engagement, which took place on Sunday, 
25 October (Washington time), Damage to two 
enemy carriers was reported to the Navy on 
Tuesday, and announced to the public in a 
communique, No, 171. The retirement of the 
enemy fleet made it seem probable that he 
had suffered much heavier damage, but full 
details were not received by the Navy Depart- 
ment until Sunday afternoon, and were then 
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announced in Communique No. 177. Ships 
operating at sea in proximity to the enemy 
used their communications facilities sparing- 
ly, and mostly for operational purposes; re- 
ports in detail must wait to be received, col- 
lated, and then sent in to Washington when 
the pressure of immediate emergency is re- 
moved, 

With regard to the sinking of this aircraft 
carrier, the Navy Department and the Office 
of War Information have told the public as 
much as they knew, as soon as they knew it. 
If there has been any error, it has been in the 
direction of telling the enemy of the loss of a 
ship which he may possibly not have known 
to have been more than heavily damaged; but 
not in the direction of withholding news from 
the American people. 





To Share Pentagon Building 


Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox 
disclosed at his press conference this 
week that a large portion of the Navy 
Department would move to the new Pen- 
tagon Building in Arlington, Va., origi- 
nally intended for War Department use 
only. 

The move will result in a more facile 
coordniation of Army and Navy, since 
corresponding Army and Navy units will 
have adjacent offices in the large build- 
ing. Secretary Knox and Admiral King, 
for instance, will be immediately above 
Secretary Stimson and General Marshall, 
according to present plans, Also adjacent 
will be the O, N. I. and G-2 offices, and 
the public relations personnel of both ser- 
vices. 

Most importantly, the Operations sec- 
tions of the Army and Navy will be im- 
mediately available to others of each ser- 
vice. 

It was learned that Admiral King 
originally proposed to General Marshall 
that the operations section of the Navy 
be moved next to its Army counterpart 
in the Munitions Building. General Mar- 
shall then broadened on this move with 
Admiral King, and both Secretaries were 
in hearty accord with the action. 

In making the announcement, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox told reporters: 

“My office will be immediately above 
Secretary Stimson’s office, with a little 
private elevator and a stairway connect 
ing us. The commander in chief's office 
—Admiral King’s—will be immediately 
above General Marshall’s office (the 
Army chief of staff). 

“The respective departments will be 
closely associated so as to add to co- 
ordination and cooperation. Public In- 
formation Service (Navy) will be on the 
same floor—the first floor—with the War 
Department Public Information Service. 
Similarly, Navy Intelligence will occupy 
adjoining quarters to the Army Intelli- 
gence, so there will be the closest pos- 
sible coordination. Communications de- 
partments will be side by side on the same 
floor. 

“Tt gives the two departments the 
closest possible contact physically and 
lends itself to the closest possible liaison 
and cooperation and coordination  be- 
tween the two.” 





Transfer to Regular Navy 


The Navy Department has instructed 
that applications of oflicers commissioned 
in the Naval Reserve on graduation from 
Naval Reserve Officer Training Corps for 
transfer to regular Navy must be for- 
warded to the Bureau of Personnel so 
that they are received before 1 Feb, 19438. 

Eligible candidates must have been 
less than 25 years of age upon reporting 
for active duty on board ships of the 
Navy. A board will convene about 15 
Feb. 1948, to go over applications. 





Flyers Use Decalcomanias 

The assembly and repair department of 
the Naval Air Station at San Diego, has 
devised a time-saver for United States air- 
craft squadrons in the Pacific. Each plane 
that goes out to the fleet from the Air 
Station is now supplied with a packet 
containing 12 decalcomanias of Japan's 
Rising Sun insignia. 

These little flags are used to keep the 
score of each plane’s record against en- 
emy planes, one being pasted on the 





fuselage for each enemy shot down. The 
flags formerly were painted on the vic- 
torious pilot’s plane by hand. It was a 
gratifying labor, but took a lot of time. 





Elections Affect Services 

The upheaval in Congress voted by 
American citizens on Tuesday will have 
its effect on service legislation, as many 
familiar faces on Congressional commit- 
tees which handle service matters return 
to private life. 

Sweeping changes will be made in the 
House Military and Naval Committees, 
the Senate Military Committee, and the 
House Military and Naval Appropriation 
subcommittees as a result of the elec- 
tions. 

The House Naval Committee now con- 
sists of 16 Democrats and 11 Republicans, 
plus three non-voting delegates from the 
Territories. Five of the Democrats—Sut- 
phin, of N. J.; Shannon, of Mo,; Jacob- 
sen, of Ia.; Flaherty, of Mass., and Im- 
hoff, of Ohio—will not be in Congress 
when January returns. A sixth Demo- 
crat, Izac, of Calif., Congressional Medal 
of Honor winner in the Navy, as of 
Thursday night was fighting for reelec- 
tion, with final results unknown. One 
Republican on the committee, Jenks, of 
N. H., will not return. Republican Dele- 
gate King, of Alaska, who serves on both 
the Military and Naval Committees ez 
officio is entering the Navy and is suc- 
ceeded by another Republican, Joseph R. 
Farrington. 

Four old-timers of the Military Affairs 
Committee will not return. All Demo- 
crats, they are aviation-minded Harter, of 
Ohio; investigator Faddis, of Pa. ; Edmis- 
ton, of W. Va., sponsor of the Allotment- 
Allowance Act, and Schaefer, of Ill. A 
fifth Democrat, Fitzgerald, of Conn., com- 
parative newcomer to the committee, 
failed of reelection. 

In both House committees some of the 
Democratic vacancies are certain to be 
filled by Republicans, for the general Re- 
publican gain in the House as a whole 
will be reflected in the committees. 

The elections have made no change 
among the 12 Democrats and 5 Republi- 
cans of the Senate Naval Committee. 
llowever, an increase in GOP strength of 
the Senate may cause the displacement of 
some Democrats by Republicans. 

All of the 6 Republicans on the Senate 
Military Committee will be in office after 
1 Jan., but two of the 12 Democrats have 
been defeated — Lee, of Okla., and 
Schwartz, of Wyo. One or both of their 
vacancies may be taken by Republicans. 

The appropriations subcommittees of 
the Senate were not touched by the elec- 
tions. The nine Democrats and four Re- 
publicans on the Military subcommittee 
and the seven Democrats and three Re- 
publicans on the Naval subcommittee are 
all in office. 

The House appropriations subcommit- 
tees, however, were virtually destroyed 
Tuesday. Of the five Democrats on the 
Naval subcommittee, three will be miss- 
ing. Scrugham, of Nev., has gone to the 
Senate; Casey, of Mass., tried for Sena- 
tor Lodge’s Senate seat without success, 
and Beam, of IIL, was defeated. 

Of the six Democrats on the Military 
subcommittee, two—Terry, of Ark., and 
Collins, of Miss.—will not return. The 
three GOPs on each of the two subcom- 
mittees will return. 

Chairmen of the various committees 
fared well in the elections. With the ex- 
ception of Rep. Serugham, who goes to 
the Senate, none of the eight committee 
heads was defeated at the polls, though 
Chairman May of the House Military 
Committee had a very close race, 

Tt must be borne in mind that the re- 
maining members of the committees may 
not continue to serve in their present 
posts after January, but may elect to take 
assignments on new committees. Tlow- 
ever, the tendency of members of service 
committees is to remain at those posts.

General McNair visited Second Army 
field Headquarters last week during a 
tattle exercise which featured Red avi- 
ation dive-bombing of pontoon bridges, a 
tight crossing of the Cumberland River 
ly the Blue armored force and some 
especially effective work by Red tank de- 
stroyers. 

Despite blown bridges and other handi- 
aps placed before them by Red combat 
mgineers, the Blue forces advanced 50 
niles northward in the opening 24 hours 
ofthe problem, arrived at the south bank 
ofthe Cumberland. Two armored combat 
ommands swept up the west flank while 
three combat teams carried the east flank. 
Infantry forces left their vehicles some 
§ miles south of the river, marched up 
6 the shoreline <e eover of darkness, 
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spent the next day reconnoitering for 
river crossing sites. There was no at- 
tempt to erect a pontoon bridge due to 
the fact that the Red Force was the pos- 
sessor of all the combat aviation. 

On the second night the Blues were 
successful in shuttling some infantrymen 
and a few light tanks across by means 
of assault boats and pontoon ferries. They 
were met, however, by large units of the 
Reds who wiped out many of them. 

Vain attempts to complete pontoon 
bridges were made by the Blues during 
the third day. Red aviation and artillery 
nullified all their efforts. However, when 
darkness came the bridges were ready 





for use. That night the bulk of the ar- 


mored force crossed by pontoon bridge 
at Jones Island on the extreme west 
flank, while the infantry forces crossed 
a pontoon bridge at Rome, far on the east 
flank. 

When dawn broke the next morning, 
the Blues had shoved the Reds away from 
the river and ferrying operations and 
pontoon crossing was carried on through- 
out the day with little interference. In 
the afternoon the Blues advanced on both 
flanks of the Red Army and was prepar- 
ing to administer the coup-de-grace. The 
armored force in the west was getting 
a powerful tank-destroyer shelling from 





the Reds, but the Red command post had 
been brought under artillery fire and Blue 
raiders had dashed behind the main Red 
Force and captured units of the rear eche- 
lon. At this point the problem was ended 
by Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, Second Army Com- 
mander and maneuver director.

MATTER of first consideration for the House Military Affairs Committee when 
A it holds its first post-election meeting, should be the proposal to give officers 
of the Services credit for their prior enlisted service when computing longevity pay 
und pay periods. The Senate has passed, and sent to the House, a bill authorizing 
officers of the Reserve components to count prior inactive service in computing their 
pay periods. They already have the same privilege in the matter of longevity pay. The 
Senate bill also permits officers of the Regular Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard, to include in their pay computation any prior service in the reserve compo- 
nehts—a privilege now denied to them, Yet, while crediting all such inactive service, 
the bill neglects to give any similar credits to those officers who have many years of 
active military and naval duty in the field and aboard ships as enlisted men, That 
these years of enlisted experience must have been of great value is attested by the 
fact that these men have been selected to serve as commissioned officers, many of 
them in high grades. It is an obvious injustice that they should be singled out as a 
group by denying them the right to count their active service. When the original pay 
bill of last Spring was before the Congress, the War Department representatives op- 
posed a suggestion that enlisted service be counted for longevity pay for commis- 
sioned officers, In view. of. the experience since, and the dissatisfaction it is bound 
to have caused, there is reason to believe the Department will not oppose such a move 
at this time. Representative Sparkman of Alabama, who has a bill before the House 
fo accomplish this purpose, has announced he will offer it as an amendment to the 
Reserve credit bill, which the Senate has passed. We urge the House committee to 
udopt this proposal promptly and so to word the bill that payments will date back 
to the first of June, 1942, the effective date of the basic pay act.

markable and desperate fights in the an- 
nals of our Navy and typified the early 
Marines in naval action. 

Jones’ Bonhomme Richard closed in on 
the Serapis, but many of his guns burst 
on the first broadside. Only the guns on 
the upper deck were left to carry on the 
fight. But small arms fire delivered by the 
Marines from the tops and other elevated 
positions against the personnel of the 
Serapis’ deck more than compensated for 
the loss of gunfire on the main deck. The 
Marines were able to keep the open decks 
of the enemy ship practically clear of 
men. 

The two vessels soon became grappled 
together and then it was a case of fight- 
ing it out, toe to toe. Here the Marines 
were in their glory and showed their su- 
periority. Finally, one.Marine crawled 
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out on the yardarm of the Bonhomn, 
Richard and dropped a hand grenay 
down the hatch of the Serapis, igniting 

a powder chest and ending the battle. 

In the early days of the Republic, thy 
Marines found all their future mission, 
—to serve as detachments aboard Ship, 
as an expeditionary force for the fleet 
as secondary gun crews on vessels, ,, 
capture and hold land bases for the flee 
to protect American interests abroad, t; 
guard ships and naval establishments an¢ 
to serve with the Army. 


Aboard ship in the Revolution, My 
rines’ primary battle stations were th, 
fighting tops. Their deadly aim againg 
the exposed personnel of enemy Ships 
gave rise to their reputation as sharp 
shooters. And the present Marines’ ey 
cellent discipline also can be traced back 
to the days of iron men and wooden shipg 
They maintained battle discipline oyey 
the ships’ gun crew. Wearing black leath 
er stocks around their neck as part of 
the uniform, they acquired the nickname 
of “Leatherneck.” 


After the Revolution, both the Nayy 
and Marine Corps ceased to exist, but 
on 27 March 1794, Congress authorized 
their revival and they fought through the 
two-years’ undeclared war with France 
Then, on 11 July 1798, Congress gave 
the Marine Corps a permanent organi 
zation similar to that in effect today. 

The years that followed brought aj 
most continuous service. The unofficia) 
war with France was hardly out of the 
way before the Barbary Corsairs com 
mitted depredations on American com 
merce in the Mediterranean. This marked 
the first incursion by Marines into the 
Old World, and their Derne Expedition 
paved the way for greater use of the 
Corps. By the boldness of their leaders 
the few Marines seized the Tripoli har 
bor fort, silenced the Governor’s castle 
battlements, and held the city until peace 
was concluded. 

Their honorable service proudly boast: 
of campaigns in the War with Mexic 
whence came their “From the Halls of 
Montezuma to the Shores of Tripoli” 
Perry’s expeditions to Japan and the 
opening of the Mikado’s realm; worthy 
service in our own Civil War and the 
Spanish-American strife; a prominent 
part in the relief of Peiping during the 
Boxer Rebellion and the stationing of 
Marines in that country until almost yes 
terday ; their valuable work in many Cen 
tral American countries; their exploits 
at Chateau-Thierry and the occupation 
of the German Ruhr country; and in the 
present war their forceful work on al 
sectors. 

There is little need to recount the nu 
merous battles and engagements in whicb 
the Leathernecks participated through 
the years that followed or to recall their 
pursuit of peace in many a_ hot-bed of 
revolution. 

It is far better to remember that, bé 
matter how arduous or thankless the jol 
has been, the Marines were found always 
faithful to the Stars and Stripes and will 
ing to sacrifice their lives if need be 
Down the years of history, men of the 
Marine Corps have marched courageous 
ly with hearts and heads high and eye 
always forward. 

Over faithful in the performance of 
their duty, the worldwide segvice is sy 
bolized by the globe, fouled anchor and 
surmounting eagle, holding in its bill & 
streamer upon which is inscribed the fa 
mous motto of the United States Marines 

“SEMPER FIDELIS.”

initiative and efficient coordination of the 
forces under his command, Rear Adm, Me- 
Cain was responsib’e for the expansion and 
development of shore and tender bases, the 
maintenance of scouting and striking flights, 
and the establishment of effective cooperation 
between those air units of the United States, 
Australia and New Zealand assigned to duty 
on the island bases. His tireless energy and 
extraordinary skill contributed greatly to oc- 
cupation of the Guadalcanal-Tulagi Area by 
our forces and to the destruction and serious 
damaging of numerous aircraft and vessels 
of the enemy Japanese Navy. His judicious 
foresight and inspiring devotion to duty were 
in keeping with the highest traditions of the 
United States Naval service.” 

General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, on 29 October presented the DSC to 
Mrs. Marguerite Dick Stevens, post- 
humously for Lt. Col. Francis R. Stevens, 
GSC, who died in action near Port Mores- 
by, New Guinea, on 9 June 1942, and to

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The grim determination of the United Nations to prosecute the 
war with increasing vigor so that victory will be earlier achieved, is demonstrated 
anew by the events that have transpired this week. These events, which are having 
wide international repercussion, inc!ude the elections in the United States, the issu- 
ance of a new Russian decree denouncing Germany for her “monstrous crimes” and 
preparing to estimate the reparations she will be required to pay, and the power 
being displayed by the United Nations in the offensive and defensive operations in 
which they are engaged. 

Concerning the elections on 3 Nov., in which the Republicans made unexpected 
gains, Former President Hoover pointed out that “our enemies can get no comfort” 
from the result, because the platform of every candidate called for “vigorous, effi- 
cient prosecution of the war.” He further pointed out that there was a strong element 
of protest in the vote, but it was “the protest of more effective organization of the 
war.” Of like tone were the statements issued by Senator McNary and Representative 
Martin, the reelected minority leaders of the Senate and House, other outstanding 
Republican members of the two Chambers, and Mr. Dewey, Mr. Bricker and other 
elected Governors. In brief, the voice of the people as expressed by their ba'lots, was 
that the war should be pressed efficiently and vigorously and that nothing should 
be allowed to stand in the way of its effective conduct. 

Already Axis propaganda is seeking to convince their peoples and the remaining 
neutrals, that the vote indicates disapproval of the “Roosevelt war,” and war weari- 
ness. But this propaganda will react upon itself since it wi!l demonstrate to men and 
women everywhere that even in the midst of desperate war democratic institutions 
maintain, that the electors continue to possess the right of protest, which is brutally 
denied in the dictatorial countries, and that the protest is intended not to bring about 
a negotiated peace, but to compel the Government to more vigorous effort to win 
victory. What further will impress our enemies and neutrals is the evidence of the 
continued unity of our land, for the people elected as their representatives, candidates 
who were advocates of participation in the war, and candidates who were isolationists 
before Pearl Harbor. The success of the latter was particularly noteworthy because 
it was not their attitude before the Japanese treacherous!y struck our Battle Fleet, 
that interested the voters. It was their attitude since, and it was upon the record of 
the past eleven months that they based their decision. 

These obvious deductions from the elections are known, of course, to Prime 
Minister Churchill and the Leaders of the British Dominions, Premier Stalin, General 
Chiang Kai-Shek, and the high authorities of European nations trembling on the 
verge of war, and our neighbors of Central and South America. Stimulated by 
them, as undoubtedly will be the President, they will be casting about for ways and 
means to effect more effective direction of the war and greater cooperation. There w ll 
be renewal of the proposal for the creation of a Supreme Council to be charged with 
the direction of the United Nations activities, Further steps will be taken in con- 
nection with the establishment of the second front. Arriving in Washington this 
week was a British Delegation which, with WPB representatives, will coordinate the 
important matter of supply. Secretary Morgenthau, who has been in England, has re- 
turned with a fuller understanding on Lend-Lease. There are continuous discussions 
between the Allies regarding France, particularly Vichy’s insistence upon French 
labor going to German factories, and its transfer of 35 French merchantmen to the 
European Axis powers and the effect of the warnings of Admiral Darlan against 
threatened attacks upon French colonies, and the suggestion of Franco-German 
collaboration to repel them. 

That in spite of the grievous wounds Russia has suffered, Stalin has no intention 
of making peace with the invader of his country, is shown by the language used in 
the decree creating a commission to formulate reparation claims. That decree speaks 
of the “treacherous attack” made by the German fascists and their associates, the 
“monstrous crimes” they perpetrated upon Soviet territory, the “torture, torment and 
murder of peaceful residents,” the enslavement of hundreds of thousands of Soviet 
citizens, the plunder of the population, the destruction of places of religious worship, 
hospitals, schools, libraries, art treasures, theatres, and other cultural institutions. 
The decree is significant in that it proves to the world that the magnificent Russian 
spirit has not been and will not be broken, and that a terrible price will be exacted 
from Hitler and his associates for the terrible destruction of life and property they 
have wrought. Hitler will know from this decree that his costly gains will ava‘l the 
Axis nothing but grief, and that when the spring returns he again will face a foe that 
will not be beaten. 

Simultaneously with the issuance of the decree, Moscow announced the admission 
of a high ranking Priest of the Russian Orthodox Faith in the official Soviet State 
organization. This is the first time since the Bolshevist revolution that Religion will 
be represented in that organization, and the recognition thus announced is regarded 
as a long step toward achieving the aim of President Roosevelt in October, 1941, when 
he said that the Soviet Constitution resembles the rule obtaining in America where 
anyone can mount a soapbox and preach religion, or rail against it as he pleases, The 
suggestion that the Soviet guarantee of religious freedom compared with that of the 

United States aroused sharp controversy, Clerics protested the President’s inter- 
pretation, and some urged that lend-lease to Russia be offered in exchange for reli- 
gious freedom. W. Averill Harriman, at the time the Lend-Lease representative in 
Moscow, was directed to discuss the question with the Soviet (Yovernment, and at the 
same time the White House voiced the hope that “an entering wedge for the prac- 
tice of complete religious freedom” was on the way in Russia. An official Soviet 
spokesman, commenting upon this statement, declared his Government reaflirmed 
guarantees of freedom to worship. Although criticized as unsatisfactory, the entrance 
of the United States in the war and participation in it as an ally of Russia, caused 
the matter to drop from discussion. Now without any pressure from the United 
States, the Soviet Government has appointed Nikolai, Metropolitan of Kiev and 
Galicia, two areas under German domination, as a member of the important Soviet 
state organization, and assigned him also to serve upon the Reparations Commis- 
sion. By this action, it is believed our Clerics will understand that Religion has re- 
ceived official recognition in Russia, and it is expected their attitude toward the 
Soviet Government will alter in consequence. This will be helpful toward improved 
relations with our Ally. 

Secretary Hull reiterated this week a defense of our continuance of diplomatic 
relations with Vichy. While this statement disposes of reports that we are planning to 














sever official connection with the Laval Government, it does not follow that we an 
satisfied with its policies. Mr. Hull has offered repeated objections to the moves to- 
ward col!aboration with Germany which Laval has made or attempted, and he was 
especially emphatic in his opposition to the transfer of French workmen to Germany 
and the delivery of French merchantmen to the Axis nations. His procedure has 
tended to curtail Vichy support of Germany to the benefit of the United Nations 
Moreover, it has demonstrated to the French people our sincere regard and concern 
for the:r welfare. As the Secretary said, when the facts are known the country wij 
appreciate that by continuing our representation at Vichy we have up to this time 
retarded, if not prevented, collaboration with Germany, which might have taken the 
form of armed alliance. 


Army Air Corps—A gradual increase of women workers is expected in aircraft 
factories of the United States during the next few months, according to the assertion 
of President . G. Johnson of the Boeing Aircraft Corpor. 
tion wh.le on a tour of British plane plants. He said that the 
Boeing works now employs about 20 per cent women among 
its workers, but that by the end of September, 1943, be hopes 
to have them equal at least 70 per cent. This will releag 
practically all the men able to assume more rigorous dutig 
in the field, and the gradual increase of female workers wil) 
not hinder the acceleration of work in the factory. 

A similar intention by all air plants in the United States 
was expressed by members of the delegation of Americap 
production chiefs. They praised the productiveness of Brit. 
ish workers after their tour of the industry in Great Britain, and attributed mug 
of this to the splendid morale maintained there despite frequent stoppages of work 
caused by air raids. T. ?. Wright, who is production director of the WI’B, was su. 
prised at the flexibility of the p!ants in making quick changes as the result of ip. 
provements, i 

J. J. Liewellin, Minister of Aircraft Production, revealed that the powerful new 
British light bomber, the Mosquito, is constructed partly of airframes made in Canadg 
and motors made in the United States.

In unison with other schools in the Gulf Coast Army Air Forces Training, Col. 
H. W. Dorr, commanding ollicer of the Enid Army Flying School, has established a 
aircraft mechanics’ school. The school is under the supervision of Capt. Bruce R 
Ferrell, post technical inspector. 

Selection of students was made by squadron commanders and engineering of 
cers with a view toward selecting enlisted men with mechanical aptitude and a high 
degree of basic classification. Instruction is by the six squadron engineering officers 
who are assisted by competent enlisted personnel selected by Capt. Ferrell. In ad 
dition to the enlisted instructors, civil.an instructors from the Sub-Depot Engineering 
office are also available. 

The aircraft industry is providing training planes for the American Air Forces 
without curta.ling its record output of fighters and bombers. About 15 aircraft man 
facturing companies are producing trainers, a majority used in the Army and Nay 
pilot training programs and the others in the Civilian Pilot Training program. These 
programs are turning out thousands of the finest pilots in the history of aviation 
The courses of training are considered the most thorough in the world, evidenced 
by the safety record. During a seven-months’ period this year, 45 per cent mor 
hours of training were flown than in 10 years prior to 1940. Yet, this year’s accident 
rate was lower. 

Among the AAF constructions to get under way shortly are: conversion of the 
Municipal Airport at Vandalia, O., to cost about $3,000,000; construction of installe 
tion at Great Salt Plains, Okla., costing $3,000,000; installation at Greensboro, N.C, 
costing $2,000,000; and conversion of Forrest Hills Hotel, Augusta, Ga., for use # 
Army General Hospital, to cost in excess of $4,000,000, 





Marine Corps—Mounted Marines soon will be patrolling the base at Trinidad, 
british West Indies, says Lt. Col. D. A. Stafford, USMC, the detachment’s col 
mander. Formation of the new unit was conceived by Lieutenant Colonel Stafford 
It was pointed out that mounted guards could cover longer distances and travers 
ground inaccessible to foot patrols charged with the protection of important militay 
installations. 

Authorization for the mounted patrol—which will be one of the few in the Cor 
—has been secured and work on the stables has begun. One horse already has bee 
purchased and others will be secured when facilities are available. 

From Tulagi in the Solomon Islands comes a story of divine services in whid 
men sat in the grass of a cricket field and took part in the devotional exercises 
ducted by Lt. (jg) Warren W. Willard, (ChC) USN. When the time came for singing, 
the old, familiar hymns rang forth loud and clear. There were no hymn books, but 
somehow the words came easily to these fighting men who had first learned them a 
small boys in Sunday Schools “back home.” Chaplain Willard, his shirt sleeves 
to the elbow, kept time with his arms. 

“These men like Chaplain Willard because they have seen him in action,” sald 
Col. John M. Arthur, of Union, 8. C. “When we came in here on 7 August he did# 
wonderful job. He moved about under fire constantly, giving spiritual comfort 
wounded and lending physical aid to the hospital corpsmen. He's a fine man 
my boys know it.”

The presentation was made by Admiral Chester 
W, Nimitz. Admiral Murray also holds the Vera Cruz Campaign Medal and the 
World War Victory Medal with Bronze Star. 

Reporting aboard the Pensacola Naval Air Station the middle of October from 
dyilian life, a group of officers with AV-(P) designations began an intensive two- 
geek indoctrination course in preparation for AV-(T) appointments.

type, he says. Ships of this kind can he built in quantity to serve as either combat 
planes or cargo carriers, and if built especially for cargo carrying would have greater 
moss weight than the 140,000 pounds of the Mars as a patrol bomber. 

“Hardly more than a score of such flying vessels could deliver as much cargo 
fom California to Hawaii in GO days as a 10-000-ton Liberty ship,” he said.

The Mars’ interior has a supercharged cabin allowing normal breathing for a 
Trew on long hops at high altitude.

Army Ground Forees—AGF Headquarters: Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, last week presented the Distinguished Service 
Medal to Mrs. Gladys Burr Ricker, Washington, widow of Col. George W. Ricker 
to whom the award was made posthumously “for exceptionally meritorious service” 
as director of the department of enlisted specialists, Coast Artillery School. He was 
killed in a California plane crash last December in which Maj. Gen. Herbert A. 
Dargue, commanding general of the First Air Force, and other Army personnel lost 
their lives. Mrs. Ricker was accompanied by her two daughters, Mrs, E, R. Jackson 
and Miss Margaret R. Ricker, At the presentation were: Lt. Gen, Stanley D. Kmbick, 
Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Maj. Gen. Wili!am E, Cole, Brig. Gen. Alexander R. 
Bolling, Brig. Gen. John T. Lewis, Brig. Gen. Frank J. McSherry, Brig. Gen, Idwald 
H. Edwards, Col. and Mrs. Daniel W. Hickey, Col. Leslie W. Jefferson, Col. Leonard 
L. Davis, Col. Rupert E. Starr, Col. Edward Barber, Col. Benjamin N. Booth, Lt. 
Col. Russell M. King, Lt. Col. Roswell R. Boyer, Lt, Col. Robert W. Berry, Co!. Fred 
R. Chamberlain, Col. George M. Badger, Col, Thomas J. Betts, Col. Richard A. Eric- 
son, Lt. Col. John H, Featherston, Col. Frederick L. Hayden, Lt. Col Clarence H. 
Schabacker, Lt. Col. Walter L. Weible, Col. Frederic A. Price, Col. Bonner F. Fellers, 
and Lt. Col. William W. Harris. 

Staff officers of Lt Gen, Lesley J. McNair’s Army Ground Forces Headquarters 
in Washington are flying thousands of miles weekly on inspection trips to important 
maneuver areas and military installations within the continental limits of the United 
States to direct and observe the progress of the training program which calls for 
the activation of 36 new divisions by 1 Jan, 1943, 

Piloted by Lt. Col. Harold L, Jones, General McNair in 12 major trips visited 
the four important maneuver areas in North Carolina, Tennessee, Lou‘siana, and 
the desert training center since 1 June. His latest flight was to the Amphibian 
training center at Camp Edwards, Mass. During the past five months, General 
MeNair has flown a total of 21,000 miles logging over 126 hours in the air. Brig. 
Gen. Floyd L, Parks, AGF Chief of Staff, has spent 90 hours in the air during the 
same period, Last week, Brig. Gen, Alexander R, Bolling, AGF Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-1, and several members of his section completed a tour of inspection of 
Southern and Southwestern camps which included Ft. Knox, Ky.: Ft. S'll Okla.: 
Tank Destroyer Command, Camp Hood, Texas; and the Infantry Replacement Cen- 
ter at Camp Croft, 8. C. Object of the trip was to inquire into and ass.st in solution 
of all personnel problems. 

Capt. Thomas F. Darcy, leader of the U. 8. Army Band and dean of the Army 
Music School for Band Leaders, has announced that an official AGF marching song 
will soon be selected from the compositions sent in from all parts of the country in 
the AGF Marching Song Competition which closed 80 Sept. Serving with him as 
judges are Capt. Ammon BE, Gingrich, executive officer of the school; and Ch.ef War- 
rant Officer John 8S. Martin, the school’s chief instructor. 

Fred Waring has published songs dedicated to the Parachute troops, “Look 
Out Below,” and to the Armored Force, “Roll Tanks Roll,” which were written by 
himself and Jack Dolph. 

Second Army: Thirty tanks knocked out one tank destroyer battalion within a few 
minutes! That, and similar heavy blows struck by the hit-and-run destroyers during 
the recently concluded sixth maneuver problem of the Second Army in Middle Ten- 
nessee, drew pruise from Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, Second Army commander. General 
Lear also praised the reconnaissance work of the tank destroyers as he reviewed 
the sixth problem, the attack and defense of a river line with combat aviation sup- 
porting the attackers. The Blue Force, sweeping from the north, crossed the Cum- 
berland River on three pontoon bridges, and enveloped the Red troops south of the 
river. The Reds counter-attacked, and dispatched light tanks in an attempt to 
turn the Blue’s flank and peril the Blue communication and supply line, as the 
problem ended. 

An exceedingly low death and accident rate in the current maneuvers has been 
reported by Col. William H. Crawford, Second Army Provost Marshal, as compared 
with the accidents and casualties to a like number of civilians in the maneuver area. 
Actual reports to the Provost Marshal’s office show that there have been more 
accidents involving civilians during the seven weeks of maneuvers already completed 
than accidents involving soldiers, and only two civilians have been injured by Army 
vehicles. In spite of two serious accidents in a tough maneuver problem that claimed 
a total of ten lives, the number of deaths by disease and accident among Second 
Army officers and men has been less than the expectancy tables prepared by in- 
surance companies for a like number of men under normal conditions, Colonel Craw- 
ford said. 

Third Army: Second Division Infantrymen last week concluded their first air- 
borne operations in Texas. The doughboys were ferried across from San Antonio in 
giant transports to engage cavalrymen from Ft. Clark in the vicinity of Brackettville. 
Equipment which they took along included anti-tank guns, jeeps, mortars, machine 
guns, and large quantities of ammunition and supplies. 

Contrary to the common conception that the Airborne Command and the Troop 
Carrier Command are one and the same, the Troop Carrier Command, with head- 
quarters at Stout Field, Ind., is part of the Army Air Forces and is entrusted with 
the responsibility of carrying, by transport and glider, the combat elements of 
the Ground Forces. The Airborne Command, with headquarters at Fort Bragg, 
N. C., is part ef the Army Ground Forces and is a command composed of various 
combatant arms whose function it is to fight after being delivered to specific areas 
by the Troop Carrier Command. Consequently, there is the necessity for perfect 
team play without any overlapping functions, The job of transporting troops safely 
to the area of their employment is the function of the Troop Carrier Command, the 
fighting done after safe arrival is by troops of the Airborne Command, Each com- 
mand has its separate and distinct problem, responsibility, and combat mission, the 
successful execution of which is dependent on their close coordination and complete 
understanding. 

Antiaircraft Command: Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, Commanding General, Army 
Ground Forces, addressed 339 second lieutenants of the Antiaircraft Officer Candi- 
date School at their graduation exercises Thursday, 29 Oct., at Camp Davis, N. C. 
This was the largest weekly class ever to graduate from the Antiaircraft OCS. 

Tank Destroyer Command: During the past week, the visitors’ roster at Camp 
Hood, Tex., listed an interesting assortment of both British and United States Army 
officers. Maj. Gen, D, H. Pratt and Capt. G. V. Micholls of the British Army Staff 
came earlier in the week, followed by Majors B. E. Woodcock and P. R. Drew also 
of the British Staff in Washington. Brigadier R. Naesmyth, commandant of the 
A. F. V. School in England is showing great interest in the Tank Destroyer Center. 





Representatives of our own Army included Brig. Gen. A. R. Bolling and a party of 
ten from the AGF, Col. P. T. Wolfe, and Maj. W. B. Kunsig of the Amphibious Coy. 
mand, 

The Second Officer Candidate Class of one hundred and forty-one was graduated 
from the Tank Destroyer School Friday 23 Oct. Henceforth, one class a week will 
receive their commissions as second lieutenants at Camp Hood. 

According to a recent change in AR 600-40, the Tank Destroyers are now gy. 
thorized to wear a distinctive shoulder insignia of their own design. This desigy 
incorporates the use of a cougar, in black, crunching a tank, all imposed upon a cirey. 
lar field of golden orange. The motto, “Seek—Strike—Destroy” is omitted on this 
shoulder patch. It has proven a striking design, and will, undoubtedly, be a splenqjg 
morale-booster. 


Office of the Chief of Staff—Following the presentation by General Marshall of thy 
Vistingu.shed Service Cross and the Distinguished Service Medal to the widow 
of Lt. Col. Francis R. Stevens and Col. Charles W. Bundy, the War Department lat 
last week disclosed that officers of the Office of the Chief of Operations, Genera) 
Staff, are serving in combat zones and in various parts of the world and have guf 
fered heavy proportionate casualties. 

Among the officers who are serving overseas under the direction of Maj. Gey 
Thomas C. Handy, Chief of Operations, are Col. Russell Reeder, New Guinea; Co) 
John E, Upston and Lt. Col. Devere T. Armstrong, Middle East; Col. Thomas § 
Timberman, China, India and Burma; and Col. Leonard H. Rodieck and Col, Bq 
ward H, McDaniel, Southwest Pacific Area. 

The War Department recalled that Colonel Stevens was on a mission in thy 
Southwest Pacific Area when his plane was shot down, while Colonel Bundy was 
on a “mission of great importance” to the Pacific shortly after the outbreak of war 
when the plane in which he was a passenger crashed. 

Another oflicer of the Office of the Chief of Operations, Col. Samuel EF. Andergoy, 
was in another plane on Colonel Stevens’ mission, but survived the attack of 1 
Japanese planes upon the six American aircraft. 


Armored Force—The “bouncing bomb” described in recent dispatches from Londo» 
as having been used by the Germans is nothing new to Armored Force officers at 
Kt. Knox, Ky., who have served in Libya and Egypt. Capt. Geerge C. Spence, jr, 
who recently returned from service in the African desert, described a German arti 
lery projectile apparently operating on the same principle, striking the ground 
repeatedly and exploding at each bounce. 

“The shells I saw,” he said, “were apparently fired from a large-caliber flat 
trajectory gun. They were fired from about two miles away and would strike the 
ground, then skip like a flat rock skipping over water. I saw one strike and ex 
plode, throwing off shell fragments, then bounce, land 200 yards away and explode 
again, then bounce again and explode. This one hit the ground five times, exploding 
each time. 

“The projectile kept its direction and explosions were along a straight line. The 
explosions were on contact, not from a cut fuse. 

“They were first used early last summer around Knightsbridge, Tobruk and 
Bir Hacheim.”

South Pacific: 

(All dates are East Longitude). 1, During 
the day of 28 Oct., activity ashore on Guadal- 
canal Island was confined to small skirmishes 
between United States and enemy patrols. 
United States aircraft from Guadalcanal con- 
tinued to bomb and strafe enemy positions 
to the westward of the airfield. In the late 
afternoon, United States fighters destroyed 
two enemy seaplanes at Rekata Bay. A total 
of 12 Japanese light tanks were destroyed in 
action during the past week. 

2. During the early morning of 29 Oct., 
enemy bombers attacked our positions on 
Guadalcanal, All bombs dropped in the wa- 
ter and no damage was suffered. 

3. During the night of 20.30 October, United 
States motor torpedo boats attacked an 
enemy destroyer, believed to have been en- 
gaged in reinforcing or supplying enemy 
troops on Guadalcanal, One torpedo hit was 
scored on the destroyer which was stopped 
when last seen.

80 Oct. 

Northeastern Sector: Reconnaissance only. 

Northeastern Sector: Buin-Faisi: the ene- 
my naval base at Buin in the Solomons was 
subjected to a night attack by our heavy 
bombers, One unidentified vessel was directly 
hit, followed by a heavy explosion. Four 
others not identified were straddled by our 
bombs. Damage could not be observed, Anti- 
aircraft fire was encountered but there was no 
attempt at interception, 

Kokoda: Allied attack planes carried out 
strafing and bombing sweeps on trails south 
to Isurava and Abuari, 

Port Moresby: Two enemy aircraft made a 
light raid during the night, Damage was 
slight. 

Owen Stanley Area: Our ground troops ina 
bayonet assault at dusk yesterday drove the 
enemy from his position to the rear, capturing 


jtwenty prisoners. Our advance continues. 


81 Oct. 

Northwestern Sector: Deli: A small force of 
Allied medium bombers mude two attacks on 
enemy-occupied portions of the town during 
the night with unobserved results. 

Northeastern Sector: Buin-Faisi: In con- 
tinuous support of the genera) Solomons situ- 
ation, Allied medium and heavy formations 
executed three night attacks on enemy ship- 
ping in the harbor, dropping more than 
twenty-seven tong of explosives, The first 
wave of heavy bombers scored two hits on a 
heavy cruiser or battleship and placed other 
bombs very close to a light cruiser and an air- 
plane carrier, probably causing extensive 
damage. ‘Three enemy float planes attempted 
interception without success, Reports from 
medium uidts in the second attuck have not 
been received, The third wave, comprising a 
strong formation of heavy bombers, hit and 
set ablaze an unidentified vessel and scored 
two possible hits on a destroyer, All of our 
planes returned, 

Owen Stanley Area: Our ground forces have 
occupied Alola; forward elements are con- 
tinuing the advance, 


1 Nov, 

Northwestern Sector: lell: A small forma- 
tion of medium unitg attacked with unob- 
served results. 

Northeastern Sector: Buin-Faisi: Support- 
ing the general Solomons operation, our heavy 
bombers struck enemy shipping in the har- 
bor in a pre-dawn attack at low altitade in 
the face of heavy anti-aireraft and search- 
light opposition, Eighteen tons of bombs were 
dropped, Direct hits were scored on a heavy 
cruiser, which blew up. A light cruiser was 
severely damaged and a direct hit wus regis- 
tered on a merchant vessel, Other vessels are 
believed to have been damaged as the result 
of near misses, All our planes returned, In 
the second attack by our medium units on 
the previous night, it is now reported that a 
heavy cruiser or battleship was hit with a 
500-pound bomb. 

Rabaul: In coordination with the attack on 
Buin-Faisi, another force of our heavy bomb- 
ers executed a night attack, on enemy ship- 
ping in the harbor, dropping over twenty-one 
tons of explosives, Accurate observation was 
difficult due to cloud cover, but direct hits 
were observed on two vessels which were 
fired. Other damage is believed to have been 
heavy. All our planes returned safely. 

Solomons Sea: An Allied plane on daylight 
reconnaissance was attacked by eleven type 
Zero fighters, which endeavored to intercept 
near Rabaul. During forty minutes of combat 
three of the enemy were shot down out of 
control, Our plane completed its missitn and 


returned safely. 
Lae-Salamaua: An Allied medium unit 








lightly bombed the runway and dispersal 
areas at Lae and machine-gunned buildings 
at Salamaua. 

Buna: Allied medium units strafed enemy 
installations, 

Owen Stanley Area:: Our ground forces are 
continuing the advance toward Isurava, In 
cooperation with the troops Allied attack 
units carried out a sweep over territory to 
the rear, bombing and strafing targets at 
every opportunity. 


2 Nov. 

Northeastern Sector: Activity limited to re- 
connaissance, 

Northwestern Sector: Buin-Faisi: In con- 
tinued support of the Solomons operations, 
two heavy coordinated night attacks were 
executed hy a strong formation of our heavy 
and medium units against enemy shipping. 
The attacks were delivered from low altitude 
in the face of intense anti-aircraft opposi- 
tion. 

Thirty-three tons of bombs were dropped. 
Accurate observation of the results was diffi- 
cult, but seven vessels were believed to have 
been sunk or seriously damaged. One of our 
planes failed to return. 

Lae: Allied medium hombers made a pre- 
down attack on the airdrome, dropping ten 
tons of bombs on runways and supply dump 
areas and dispersal bays, starting fires. A 
strong force of our attack units, escorted by 
fighters, waa intercepted south of Lae by 
twenty type Zero fighters. Three enemy fight- 
ers were shot down out of control, one by our 
attack planes and two by our fighters, One of 
our fighters is missing. 

Buna: An Allied medium reconnaissance 
plane was intercepted by seven Zeros, but 
anecessfu'ly fought off the enemy fighters 
without loss. 

Port Moreshy: Three enemy aircraft lightly 
raided during the night. There was no dam- 
age, 

Owen Stanley Aren: Our ground forces are 
continuing the advance and are well beyond 
Isurava and Abuari. 


8 Nov. 

Northwestern Sector:: Timor: A _ strong 
formation of onr medinm hombers attacked 
the town of Dell, occupied by the enemy. The 
destruction was heavy. Another force at- 
tacked enemy Installations in the village of 
Bohonaro, Barracks and buildings were hit, 
fires started and enemy personne! strafed, All 
our planers returned, 

Northeastern Sector: Buna: The enemy @n- 
succersfnl'y attempted to land large rein- 
forcements on the north coast of New Guinea 
near Runa, The convoy consisted of two large 
transports of annroximately 12,000 and 10,000 
tons, loaded with an estimated 7.000 troops. 
They were escorted by a light cruiser and a 
destroyer and were covered by nine Zero 
fighters. 

Our heavy hombers attacked and scored 
many near misses which caused damage. Five 
of the Zeros were destroyed and the convoy 
retired toward the north, In midafternoon our 
medium bombers attacked and scored near 
hits on both transports. Two bombs hit with- 
in fifteen feet of the port (left) bow of one 
transport and two bombs hit within twenty- 
five feet of the other transport. 

At dusk our heavy bombers struck again 
off the south coast of New Britain, scoring a 
direct hit on one transport and many near 
hits on both, Transports and convoying ves- 
sels were heavily strafed by machine-gun fire. 
All our planes returned, 

Owen Stanley Area: We have captured 
Kokoda and are pursuing the retreating ene- 
my toward Oivi.

The desert air task force of the Tnited 
States Army Middle East Force continned re- 
lentless attacks against the enemy through- 
out Tuesday. 

Tn n series of combined operations, with 
Allied light hombers, medinm hombardment 
aircraft homhed enemy landing grounds, 
motor convoys, tank concentrations and the 
Matruh dock area, Many direct hits were ob- 
served, 

Our fighters fiving on patrol and homber es- 
cort, and our fighter-homber missions en- 
conntered fairly heavy enemy air opposition. 
Three MB-10's and four CR-42 Italian fight- 
ers were shot down. 

29 Oct. 

The desert air task force of the United 
States Army Middle East Air Force continued 
large-scale operations against the enemy yes- 
terday with a medium bombardment. Fighter 
aircraft made repeated attacks on ground and 
aerial targets, 

In dogfights over the battle area our fight- 
ers shot down four Messerschmitt 109’s, 

The enemy throughont the day sought to 
avoid combat with our fighters, 

Our medium bombers continued attacks on 
the enemy’s positions, tanks and motor vehi- 
cles, scoring direct hits and starting many 
fires. Many enemy fighters were encountered 
over the battle area but none attacked our 
formations, 

80 Oct. 

Our aircraft continued their operations over 

the battle area yesterday. No enemy fighter 
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was engaged. 

Our medium bombers continued to atteg 
enemy positions, tanks, motor convoys ang 
other targets, scoring direct hits.

Axis forces in the western desert, after

At sea our naval and air forces have sunk 


50,000 tons and damaged as much again of 
shipping carrying Axis supplies to North 
Africa,

Reconnaissance of Tobruk has now revealed 
the extent of damage caused by attack of 
heavy bombardment aircraft of the United

Direct hits destroyed two medium sized 
merchant vessels and approximately half of 
jetty important in unloading supplies

18-19 Year Old Amendment 

In an unequivocal statement which 
outlined the War Department's objections 
to the Senate amendment which would 
require a year’s training before 18 and 
19 vear olds could be sent out of the coun 
try, Seeretary of War Stimson said this 
week that such a provision would “put 
shackles on the Commander in Chief in 
time of war when he ought to be left free 
to meet all emergencies.” 

Stressing that “we plan to take the time 
necessary and all the time necessary to 
train men for the terrible strain and 
exigencies of modern war,” Secretary 
Stimson pointed out, however, that in 
war, we must be prepared for unforeseen 
emergencies -—- for the shipment of divi 
sions overseas on a moment's notice, 

He asserted that those who had framed 
the amendment “could not have heard of 
Peurl Harbor. It speaks of a pre-war men 
tality that assures that we can take our 
own time.” 

He said that passage of the bill with 





| 


the restricting amendment would tend to 
segregate divisions into ones of older and 
younger men entirely, and not the mix- 
ture of the two which presents the best 
fighting force. 

He told reporters at a press conference 
how the Army trains a division, explain- 
ing that the commanding general and his 
staff is given a 60-day instruction course, 
while simultaneously a cadre of approx- 
imately 1,200 is being instructed, and se- 
lectees are receiving basic instruction. 
Then the three are brought together, and 
the results have been very good, Secre- 
tary Stimson said. 

In an appended thought to the amend- 
ment, Secretary Stimson observed that 
with its passage the War Department 
could send an 18 or 19 year old soldier to 
Kiska, for instance, where fighting is 
heavy, but not to Bermuda, which he said 
was “rensonably safe.” 





“No Time to Lose” 


“The war cannot be won with half-way 
measures und half-trained men,” declared 
Maj. Gen. Oscar N, Griswold, Acting DI- 
rector of Third Army maneuvers at a 
critique on a combat problem in Louisiana 
recently. “The enemy is tough, he is bat- 
tle-experienced, and only by our excelling 
him can we beat him. There is no time 
to lose in getting ready, either.” ; 

General Griswold warmly praised the 
work of the maneuvering troops, declar- 
ing their training progress was highly 
commendable. Yet he warned that efforts 
be redoubled to learn many points over 
which they have not had time to study. 

“We cannot stop here,” he said, “We 
must not be only as good as our enemies, 
we must be better. That is the only sure 
road to victory, It is also the American 
way. 

“Our country is in the greatest peril 
of its history and it is up to us as Ameri 
cans to meet this situation with every- 
thing we've got. 

“As you go through your remaining ex 
ercises, think of Guadaleanal and ask 
yourself one question: ‘Am I ready? Am 
I, as an American soldier, ready to meet 
the test of battle and defend my country 
in its gravest hour?’ 

“For many of us this is perhaps our 
last chance to get ready. Let us make the 
most of it that when the crucial 
moment comes and we face the enemy we 
will be ready to strike the blows for vic- 
tory that our country needs,” 

Singling out points in which the troops 


so 


had excelled, General Griswold listed 
their aggressiveness and high morale: 
their rugged stamina in the face of 


strenuous conditions and difficult weath 
er; their fine march and military dis- 
cipline; and their excellent concealment 
and camouflage work, But he declared 
that improvements must come in their 
work every day—that perfection is not 
possible for the wise soldier.

It is apparent especially in financial 
circles, that the Republican gains in Tues- 
day’s elections will have an important in- 
fluence upon the Government's economic, 
financial and business policies, Demo- 
cratic leaders insist that the narrow ma- 
jority their Party will have in the next 
Congress, will result in a tightening up 
of their organization in the two Chambers, 
something that was not possible in the 
present or any other Congress since 1933 
because of the disproportionate number 
of democratic members. Any losses suf- 
fered in the voting that will take place, 
will be made up, they claim by deserters 
from the Republicans, Further than this, 
they point out that graver responsibility 
now will rest upon the Opposition, and 
that it will deem it unwise to pursue 
merely a critical policy. Republican lead- 
ers agree with this democratic opinion, 
und say that more than ever their Party 
attitude must be constructive rather than 
carping. 

There are numerous important matters 
which are pressing for immediate atten- 
tion. The Administration is strongly op- 
posing the Senate approved amendment 
requiring a year’s training for ‘teen-age 
selectees before they can be sent to foreign 
battle areas. Chairman MeNutt of the 
Man Power Commission, is reported to 
have recommended to the President that 
war contractors be forced to hire exclu- 
sively through the United States Employ- 
ment Service, which he argues, would 
stabilize labor migration without resort 
to compulsion, Secretary Wickard takes 
the position that essential farm labor 
should be given draft deferment to main- 
tain agricultural production, For the mo- 
ment, the suggestion of legislation im- 
posing national service, is being held in 
abeyance, while a solution which will be 
satisfactory to farmers and labor is be- 
ing developed. There is the matter of a 
new tax bill, which Secretary Morgen- 
thau declares to be essential in order to 
supply the Treasury with needed war 
revenue and at the same time to prevent 
inflation. Brig. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, 
wdministration of FWA, estimates there 
ure nearly 2,000,000 women now in our 
war industries, and next year a great in- 
crease in their number will be required. 
In order to win the war, he predicts it 
will be necessary to utilize the labor of 
everybody willing and able to work—and 
that includes millions of women. He 
waits immediate steps taken to solve the 
problem of the care of children whose 
mothers are employed in plants. 

The Department of Commerce in its 
October survey of current business, states 
that powerful forces have been mobilized 
against inflation. If runaway living costs 
now materialize, in spite of the stabiliza- 
tion decrees that have been issued, the 
Department claims the only possible con- 
clusion then would be that human beings 
even under the stress of desperate war, 
are simply incapable of acting logically 
and courageously for the common good. 
The new anti-inflation measures in force 
will, it is contended, plug up the loop- 
holes which existed in the exemption of 
the prices of farm products and foods 
from ceilings below certain high levels, 
and the omission of any control over 
wages and salaries, An important part in 
the rise of the national income in the first 
half of 1942 over the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1941, was due to price increases. 
Henceforth, rising national income will 
be caused much more exclusively by high- 
er output alone. The Department states 
that some further rise in the cost of liv- 
ing is inevitable. There are bound to be 
cases where commodity prices, wages and 
salaries are adjusted upward to prevent 
inequities, inequalities and hardships. 
Some goods and services are still ex- 
cluded from control and free to rise in 
price. It is insisted that price advances 
from these sources should be of minor 
importance. The Department adds: “Con- 
sideration of all aspects of the outlook 
leads to the conclusion that the Nation 
may look forward with confidence to a 
generally successful stabilization of liv- 
ing costs,”

Legion of Merit Award 

The President has issued the following 
executive order prescribing rules and reg 
ulations for the Legion of Merit decora- 
tion created by the Act of 20 July 1942: 

1. The decoration of the Legion of Merit 
shall awarded by the President of the 
United States or at his direction to members 
of the armed forces of the United States and 
of the Government of the Commonwealth of 
the Philippines, and members of the armed 


he 


forces of friendly foreign nations, who, after 
the proclamation of an emergency by the 
President on 8 Sept. 1939, shall have dis 


tinguished themselves by exceptionally meri- 
torious conduct in the performance of out 
standing services, 

2. Awards of the decoration of the Legion 
of Merit may be proposed to the President by 
the Secretary of War and by the Secretary of 





the Navy, each acting upon the recommenda- 
tion of an officer of the armed forces of the 
United States who has personal knowledge of 
the services of the person recommended, 

3. Recommendations for awards to members 
of the armed forces of friendly foreign na 
tions shall be submitted to the President of 
the United States for his approval.

The new Legion of Merit decoration 
will recognize “extraordinary fidelity and 
essential service,” Secretary of War Stim 
son later explained. He stated that it 
will be conferred upon “outstanding offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the armed forces 
of the United States or of friendly foreign 
nations.” 

The medal of the Legion of Merit will 
be a red and white enamel star, placed 
on a laurel wreath and bearing a con- 
stellation of 18 stars on a blue field. The 
ribbon will be purple-red, edged with 
white. 


Lt. Gen. McNarney Speaks 

In a hometown presentation of the 
Army-Navy “BE” award this week, LA. 
Gen. Joseph T. MeNarney, deputy chief 
of staff, told employees of the Sylvania 
Electric Products, Ine., at Emporium, Pa., 
that “nothing would please the Army and 
Navy more than the opportunity to tell 
the American people the whole story and 
to repudiate the half-truths and super 
ficial observations which are now being 
circulated in such abundance.” 

He said the “success of present and fu 
ture operations would be jeopardized and 
the lives of our soldiers and sailors would 
be endangered,” if the Army and Navy 
“yield to the very tempting prospect.” 
General MecNarney stressed that the 
“Army and Navy must maintain silence 
and continue to shrug off in seeming in 
difference, inaccurate, misleading and 
superficial comments concerning the con 
duct of the war.” 

In discussing the induction of 18 and 
19 year olds, General MceNarney disclosed 
that during August more than 105,000 
men inducted into the Army were over 
30 years of age. He said these were “very 
disturbing figures,” and added that the 
average age of men inducted and who 
voluntarily enlisted during August was 
27 vears and 9 months. 

He said restrictions on the use of the 
younger men would create an “impossible 
situation.”

The 46-na¢e booklet, printed by the 
United States Government Printing Of 
fice, will be distributed so that every 


member of the Army will have access to 
it. including those already in the service 
and others as they enter. Dependents and 
others desiring copies of the booklet may 
obtain them by writing to the Sunerin 
tendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., 
enclosing 10 cents to cover the cost of 
printing. 

Among subiects covered in the hooklet 
are transportation of dependents of mili 
tary nersonnel and shipment of horsehold 
goods: allotments of pay and deductions ; 
nav, allowances, and allotments of per 


sonnel reported missing, missing in ac 
tion. or ecantured by the enemy: foint 
hank accounts: power of attorney: wills; 


automobiles: estates: safety deposit 
hoxes: medical attendance and hospital 
facilities for dependents of Army Person 
nel: chaplain services to military person 
nel and their dependents ; burial if death 
occurs in the service; six months’ pay 
gratuity, and arrears of pay—collection 
of accrued military pay if death occurs in 
service.
